How did our ancestors get along 
knowing anything about 
vitamins? They didn't get along 
very well. They ate huge quantities 
of pork, corn meal and some game; 
they were, on the average smaller in 
stature and more frail than the peo- 
ple of to-day. The death-rate among 
the young was very high. Those who 
survived benefitted from a vigorous 
life with plenty of sunshine 
fresh air, 

3esides they used unrefined sugars 
and molasses and the bread they ate 
was made from vitamin-rich whole 
meal; they had unconsciously, some 
little safeguards; for example they 
drank spruce beer, a popular drink 
containing lots of vitamin C. 

Until the latter half of the 19th 
century, raw fruits and vegetables 
were generally left for the cattle to 
eat and since ‘cholera raged fiercely 
along the Ganges in India and since 
the Hindus lived largely on fruits and 
some told their 
patients that the best and safest 
foods were meat and potatoes. 

The influence of fashionable 
taurants in large cities, the greater 
distribution of unseasonable 
tables by railways, the dietetic cru- 
sades in women's magazines, the de- 
velopment of the ice-box and refrig- 
erator to keep foods fresh, finally 
won the battle for green stuff. 

An early advocate of the use of 
fruits and vegetables was Sylvester 
Graham, the sponsor of a whole-meal 
Graham bread. In New York there 
was a Graham boarding-house where 
middle-class intellectuals took to 
vegetable diets along with bloomers 
and female suffrage. Then Atwater 
in the 1870's figured the number of 
calories different occupational groups 
should consume. Atwater was 
vitamin faddist, he believed in meat, 
potatoes and bread.

“Many this Christmastide will re- 
fortify themselves with the power of 
patiently enduring whatever may come 
until the supreme bless of peace is 
with us again.” 

The following factors have tended 
to raise prices: War in the Pacific 
brought a rush of mill buying orders 
in the U.S. recently; total grain pro- 
duction in Turkey in 1941 was consid- 
erably below normal; the official esti- 
mate of Argentine wheat production 
in 1941 is 220.4 million bushels as 
compared with 271.1 million bushels 
in 1940. 

The following factors have tended 
to lower price: The U.S. Government 
is offering for sale 170 million bushels 
of Government-owned wheat to stabil- 
ize prices; full average wheat crops 
are being harvested in Australia; 
favorable seeding and growing weath- 
er has prevailed over the US, south- 
west recently.

INCREASE EGG PRODUCTION 
The estimated yield per laying hen 


in Alberta was 101 eggs per year in 


1940, compared with a Canadian ay- 
erage of 111 eggs per hen. In 1939 the 
Alberta average was 100 eggs per

hen. There is, therefore, much oppor- 
tunity for improvement. 

Proper care and management of the 
laying: flock will do a great deal to 


increase the number of eggs per year, 


Poultry raisers have been asked to 
upply Britain with 30,000,000 dozen 
eyes by the dist of May, 1942. Since 
the number of laying hens cannot be 


increased materially in the short peri- 
od, it will be necessary to increase the 
production of present flocks. 

On June Ist, 1941, there were about 
3,000,000 laying hens in Alberta. If 
the production of these hens were in- 
creased to the Dominion average, it 
would represent ten eggs per year per 
hens or a total of 2,500,000 dazen. 


WHEAT FOR SWINE 


Wheat should be medium to coarsely 
ground before feeding to swine, is the 
advice contained in a leaflet recently 
issued by the University of Alberta 


and the Dept. of Agriculture. 


The leaflet states that whSRS may 
be fed with safety to all classes of 
swine, but best results will not be 


secured unless proper attention is paid 


to the feeding of protein, mineral and 
vitamin supplements as additions to 
the grain.

Mulock has always shown a_ keen 
personal interest in providing a safe! 
and expeditious service for mail to 


; our overseas troops. One frequent 


cause of delay—a direct fault of the 
sender— is illegible addresses on mail 
matter. 

It has frequently been found that 
pencil written addresses become 
smudged and unreadable’ during 
course of transmission, with the re- 
sult that it is very difficult for the 
Canadian Postal Corps to effect de- 
livery. | 

When ink is used there is less dan- 
ger of the address fading or becom- 
ing oblitera‘ed and persons sending 
letters and parcels to soldiers over- 


; Seas can help ensure their safe and 


speedy delivery by always having 
care taken to see that the address 
is written in a clear and legible man- 
ner in ink. 

All mail should be fully prepaid 
and a re.urn address given in the 
upper left-hand corner.

tion. Although it may be difficult to 
trace the origin of a rumour of this 
nature, the fact that it has originated 
through an individual, of a particular 
type, may in itself be of some value. 

Rumours can not always be offici- 
ally denied—this is parvicularly true 
of reports on the loss of ships. An 
official denial frequently does more 
harm than good since it gives undue 
prominence to a rumour that would 
perhops not otherwise have got into 
print. It may also provide the enemy 
with information which he is seeking, 
e.g. the disposition of the ship in 
question. An excellent example of 
this was the faked distress message 
from the Empress of Australia which 
was directed to a U.S.A. commercial 
station. The enemy obviously hoped 
to obtain from official sources a 
siatement as to the vessel's position 
The best thing to do on hearing a 
rumour of this, or any other sus- 
picious variety, is to report it im- 
mediately with all possible details as 
to the source, ete,, to a service @u- 
thority.

Youth Training 

During the past four years thou- 
sands of young men and women in 
the prairie provinees have had an 
opportunity to take special courses 
in agriculture and domestic science 
through the Dominion - Provincial 
youth training programme. The pro- 
gramme will avain operate this fall 
and winter, when similar courses will 
be held at rural centres in Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan and Alberta. 

The youth training programme is 
financed jointly by the Dominion and 
Provincial Governments. Details of 
organization and arrangements for 
instruction are left to the Provincial 
authorities. Because of this, the pro- 
cedure varies somewhat from prov- 
ince to province, but the general 
objective is the same. That is, to 
provide an opportunity for worthy 
and needy rural young men and 
women between the ages of about 16 
and 30 years to attend courses of 
the kind mentioned above, in or near 
their own communities. The first 
schools of the season generally com- 
mence about November Ist. Appli- 
cations for courses must be sent in 
by the communities interested. Be- 
fore the application can be filed, 
naturally some preliminary organ- 
ization work must be done so that 
the authorities can be assured of a 
certain minimum attendance, and a

After I was taken prisoner I had, 
21 days with these chaps. Our 
column was herded along through 
the Belgian villages which the Ger-_ 
mans had just captured. Our guards 
had tommy-guns, and they had 
whips, and they drove us along like 
cattle, flicking us whenever they felt 
like it, mostly on the back of the 
neck, just to show us and the Bel- 
gians who was boss. Simetimes they 
would make us run through the vil- 
lages, holding our hands above our 
heads, cracking the whips all round 
the column. 

They gave us no food, and so after 
a bit we all got very hungry. We 
were sleeping out in the fields, or 
sometimes in an orchard, and some 
of the men tried to get apples from 
the trees. But the guards shot 
them, The Belgian tried to 
give us food as we went along in the 
line of march. Some of the men 
would stretch out their hands to take 
a piece of bread, and they were shot 
too.
